THE NUMBER of police officers 
in Essex will be lost to 
Government cuts, the police com¬ 
missioner has warned. 

Nick Alston (Con) made the 
statement as it was revealed Essex 
Police had lost more community 
support officers (PCSOs) than any 
other force in the east of England. 

He said: “We will have fewer 
PCSOs, as we are likely to have 
fewer officers, staff and even 
police stations.” 

Since the formation of the coali¬ 
tion government, Essex Police has 
lost 127 PCSOs - almost 30 per 
cent of its overall total under the 
previous government. 

The cut accounts for almost half 
of all PCSOs axed in the east of 
England since 2010. 

A survey of surviving PCSOs by 
the Unison union has revealed 


they 'struggle' to deal with all 
reported crimes due to low staff 
numbers. 

One PCSO said: “We no longer 
work as a team and are left to work 
alone on a late evening. There is 
no back-up close by if anything 
should go wrong, so this leaves the 
PCSO vulnerable.” 

Another commented: “All of the 
work we have done over the last 
decade is unravelling and we are 
powerless to stop it. Morale is at 
rock bottom.” 

Unison general secretary Dave 
Prentis said: “Neighbourhood 
policing is dying on the beat. 
What took years to build up is 
being lost because of reckless 
Government cuts. 

“PCSOs are under growing pres¬ 
sure. They tell us how they have to 
cover larger beats and more of 
them have to work alone, often 
leading them to feel vulnerable.

“PCSOs play a key role in intelli¬ 
gence-gathering, tackling minor 
crimes and anti-social behaviour. 
They are a reassuring and deter¬ 
ring visible presence in our streets 
and without them crime is likely to 
rise. 

“The Government’s claims that 
front line policing would be pro¬ 
tected are in tatters. The cuts on 
neighbourhood teams are putting 
public safety into jeopardy. That is 
why we are calling on the 
Government to fund and maintain 
neighbourhood policing teams at 
their 2010 level.” 

Essex police and crime commis¬ 
sioner Nick Alston said numbers 
had fallen and would continue to 
fall, owing to budget cuts stemming 
from the banking collapse in 2008. 

He said councils could fund 
PCSOs if they were particularly 
bothered about losing them. 

He said: “The chief constable has 
to complete analytical work before 
we will know how many PCSOs out 
county can afford and where they 
will be deployed. I am delighted 
some councils have decided to fund 
PCSOs. It allows communities to 
really invest in what they regard as a 
key local priority. 

“I will do all I can to drive further 
efficiency to free resources for the 
front line, but I will also ensure we 
invest in the future.” 


A WOMAN from Leigh has been 
jailed for her part in an attempted 
armed robbery outside Leigh Post 
Office. 

Sandra Clarke, 45, of Eastwood 
Road North, Leigh, Essex, was sen¬ 
tenced to seven years imprisonment 
for conspiracy to rob. 

Also in court for his part was 
Tommy Aitken, 38, of Braithwaite 
Avenue, Chadwell Heath, Romford, 
who was sentenced to twelve years 
imprisonment for conspiracy to 
rob. 

Patrick Claydon, 49, of Ongar 
Road, Brentwood, Essex, was also 
sentenced to fourteen and a half 
years imprisonment for conspiracy 
to rob. 

All three pleaded guilty to the 
offence on Wednesday, April 23. 

Claydon and Aitken also pleaded 
guilty of possession of a firearm 
with intent to commit and 
indictable offence and possession 
of a prohibited weapon. 

Clarke additionally pleaded guilty 


to possession of class A drugs. 

Officers from the Flying Squad, 
supported by colleagues from Essex 
Police, made the arrests after a pre¬ 
planned operation in Leigh. At 
around 9.45am on Wednesday, 
November 13, 2013, a Post Office 
cash in transit van attended the Post 
Office, in Eastwood Road North, to 
make a cash delivery - Claydon and 
Aitken were waiting for them in a car 
across the road. 

The court heard as the van pulled 
up, Claydon - dressed in a balacla¬ 
va and gloves and carrying a black 
holdall, later found to contain a 
loaded shotgun - got out of the car 
and made his way towards the van. 
Officers, supported by Essex Police 
firearms officers, swooped and 
both men were arrested. Inside the 
car, officer discovered a stun gun 
and another balaclava. 

Clarke, who was parked in anoth¬ 
er car a short distance away in 
Danescroft Drive, was also arrest¬ 
ed. All three were charged on 


Thursday, November 14, 2013. 

No shots were fired and no one 
was injured during the operation. 

The court heard a search of 
Claydon's home uncovered another 
shotgun and ammunition, while 
officers discovered a quantity of 
class A drugs after searching 
Clarke's address. 

Detective Sergeant Scott Chimes 
of the Met's Flying Squad led the 
operation. 

He said: “Our investigation 
revealed that Claydon, Aitken and 
Clarke conspired and planned to rob 
cash in transit custodians in Essex 
over a period of months in 2013. 
However, they were caught in the act 
as they tried to put their plans into 
action - this was due to diligent and 
meticulous police work. 

“I am grateful for the help provid¬ 
ed by Essex Police and the Post 
Office in relation to this investiga¬ 
tion, which has resulted in three 
dangerous individuals being put 
behind bars.”

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Travel scheme gets cash boost 


A SCHEME to help Southend resi¬ 
dents travel in a more ‘sustainable’ 
way has been given a Government 
cash boost of £80,000. 

The money will build on the popu¬ 
lar Ideas in Motion scheme which 
has already helped thousands of fam¬ 
ilies discover new ways of travelling 
around the borough without using 
their cars. 

In the past year community organi¬ 
sation Turning Tides has been work¬ 
ing with Ideas in Motion to person¬ 
alise people’s travel plans. 

Advisers sit down with residents 
face to face to discuss a different way 
of travelling to work, school or shop¬ 
ping trips. 

So far the team has visited nearly 
13,000 homes and with the new 
funding they will deliver person¬ 
alised travel planning advice to a 
12,000 households and to 7,500 peo¬ 
ple who live along the A13 corridor 
connecting Leigh to Southend.

SOUTHEND COUNCIL has renewed its appeal for 
more people to come forward and adopt following a 
television series on the subject. 

The authority’s own adoption experts were among 
those from eight councils consulted for the four part 
ITV series called ‘Wanted: A Family of My Own.’ 

The programmes presented by Nicky Campbell, 
who was adopted as a baby, highlight the need for 
children who cannot stay with their own birth parents. 

They also feature families who have already adopt¬ 
ed children, or who are preparing to adopt. 

Southend Council’s group manager for placements 
and resources Diane Keens said staff had been very 
pleased to assist with the series which was putting 
adoption back in the public eye in a new way. 

She said: “Adoption is a legal process which passes 
all responsibility for the child on to the adoptive par¬ 
ent or parents and the child takes their family name. 

“But the most vital consideration is for those plan¬ 
ning to take on that responsibility to do their utmost 
to meet the child’s emotional and developmental 
needs. 

“Some people mistakenly count themselves out of 
the possibility of adopting children because they 
think they don’t meet the criteria, but they may find 
the opportunities wider than they realise. 

“There is no upper age limit to adopting but you 
have to be over 21 years old. 

“People often think you have to be married to adopt 
but this is not true. 

“Having a disability does not exclude people from 
being adoptive parents. 

“One of Southend’s adoptive parents said adopting 
was the best thing they had ever done. 

“If you are thinking about adopting, pick up the 
phone and speak to the adoption team. 

“You will not regret it.”

AN escapologist who has set world records will 
be giving a talk about his hero Houdini and the 
history of magic at The Forum. 

Stuart Burrell, will be talking about the illu¬ 
sionist and other escapologists from the past on 
Friday, May 9, from 7.30pm. 

The 38-year-old, from Southchurch, has set 
records in escaping from the most handcuffs 
possible in one hour and in one minute. 

He also got into weight training and set records 
for the most amount of arm curls in a minute. 

His love for magic and escapology came at a 
young age when he found out about the tricks 
Houdini had performed. 

He said: “I was just fascinated by him every¬ 
one else was reading comics and idolising super¬ 
heroes, but I just thought that Houdini was like a 
living superhero with what he could do.” 

Mr Burrell admits he tried to get into slight of 
hand magic but was no good at it so focused on 
escapology. 

He said: “I was just gigantically rubbish at card 
tricks so thought I should change my ways to 
something I was good at and it has ended up 
here.” 

Speaking about what will be on offer to people 
at the talk he explained Houdini had performed 
in the Alexandra Yacht Club, in Southend, in 
1911, so he felt it was close to everyone's heart 
in the town. 

He said: “Houdini is one of the most famous 
magicians that walked the earth and the fact he 
has walked around Southend makes it all the 
more interesting. 

“I will be recreating some of Houdini's tricks 
but I can't replicate them down to the finer 
details because no one knows how he actually 


performed them. 

“There will also be archive footage of him for 
people to watch. 

“It is not all about Houdini, though, I will be 
going into the history of escapology and talking 
about St Nicholas Owen, the patron saint of 


escapology 

“He managed to escape the Tower of London 
and arranged for two priests to escape from the 
tower as well.”

“The authority and the club 
are now working together to 
address the urgent and long term 
issues. 

“In the short term we are 
putting in place some precau¬ 
tionary safety measures before 
we have to dismantle the build¬ 
ing in a controlled manner to 
maintain safety and minimise 
the risk of further structural 
deterioration. 

The council is installing safety 
barriers and heras fencing and 
will be putting in place mea¬ 
sures to protect the locally listed 
cupola. 

“Alexandra Yacht Club carries 


The Alexandra Yacht Club 

important local heritage as it is 
the fifth oldest active sailing 
club in the country and therefore 
we are supporting the club as 
much as possible. 

“We will also be helping as far 
as we can with issues such as 
retaining memberships and 
identifying potential sources of 
external funding for any longer 
term provision of the clubhouse 
and sailing facilities. 

“The club has already made 
interim arrangements with the 
Naval and Military Club in 
Royal Terrace and the club’s 
existing boat storage and 
launching jetty is unaffected by 
the issues associated with the 


building so the members can 
still sail.” 

Andy Solkhon, commodore at 
the club, said the news was very 
sad and gives rise to understand¬ 
able emotion. 

He said: “Southend is losing 
part of its history. 

“The best we can do as mem¬ 
bers of this much loved club is to 
do her proud, support her 
through the next journey, and do 
our best to ensure we continue to 
sail as the Alexandra Yacht Club. 

“We have a full sailing pro¬ 
gramme for 2014 and an active 
cadet section. 

“We welcome sailors of all 
levels and ages.”

CMV and Astor him back time 



THE hand of history will be hovering over 
Tilbury when Cruise & Maritime Voyages’ 
newest ship, Astor, sets sail on an epic 38- 
night voyage to Australia next November.

ESSEX Police has refused to 
release details of an officer 
who was dismissed last week. 

The 26-year-old detective 
constable was sacked following 
an internal misconduct hearing 
after he accessed police infor¬ 
mation to investigate a 'person¬ 
al matter'. 

The officer, based at the 
Chelmsford HQ, accessed the 
information in June 2013. 

A panel found him 
guilty of 'gross mis¬ 
conduct'. 

However, Essex 
Police refused to 
answer questions 
about the nature of the 
misconduct, such as 
what sort of personal 
matter had been inves¬ 
tigated. 

A spokesman said: 

“All I will say is that 
no other individual 
member of the force or 
member of the public 
was affected.” 

Panel chairman 
Mark Gilmartin, direc¬ 
tor of support services, 
said: “We believe that 
the officer's ‘unlawful’ 
access of police infor¬ 
mation was a breach of 
the professional 


responsibilities of every police 
officer. 

“We went on to conclude that 
maintaining trust and confi¬ 
dence in Essex Police and in 
individual officers is of para¬ 
mount importance and, as such, 
dismissed him without notice.” 

Essex Police press office said 
the officer would not be prose¬ 
cuted and said Mr Gilmartin 
may have been wrong to call 


the access 'unlawful'. 

The case follows news late 
last year that another officer 
was sacked after accessing 
police records on a 'vulnerable' 
victim of crime. 

The officer used a police 
computer to look up the 
woman, then sent her 'sexually 
suggestive' messages. 

Police refused to name the 
officer. _

A GRIPPING drama 
and a top tribute act 
are providing the 
entertainment at local the¬ 
atres this weekend. 

More than a century after 
five women were brutally 
murdered on the streets of 
East London, the name 
Jack the Ripper still sends 
chills down the spine as a 
killer that was never 
caught. 

Looking through the eyes 
of the commissioner of the 
Metropolitan Police, during 
the killer's reign of terror in 
the East End of London in 
1888, award-winning pro¬ 
duction - Yours Truly, Jack 
the Ripper - graphically 
recalls the events in 
Whitechapel and their 
social and political effects.

POMPEII 3D (12A, 104 mins) 

B RITISH director Paul ws 
Anderson (Resident Evil) 
embraces the hoary cliches of 
the disaster movie with this uninten¬ 
tionally amusing swords and sandals 
epic set in the shadow of a grum¬ 
bling Mount Vesuvius. 

Not since the summer of 1997, 
when Dante's Peak and Volcano 
went head-to-head at the box office, 
has the fiery wrath of Mother Nature 
been unleashed with such pyrotech¬ 
nic-laden fury. 

Anderson certainly understands the 
mechanics of an outrageous action 
sequence and he engineers some 
humdingers as fiery rocks rain down 
on Pompeii's stricken inhabitants. 

A prolonged climax expertly cuts 
together aerial shots of devastation 
with close-ups of the scantily clad 
cast falling victim to magma and a 
tsunami, systematically cutting off 
the various escape routes until the 
only option left is to run. 

As the city tumbles to its corrupt 
foundations, the three scriptwriters 
insist on finding reasons for the two- 
dimensional characters to delay their 
exodus. 

Consequently, one gladiatorial 
slave tells his pal, "I'll get the hors¬ 
es," and heads to the stables, which 


were ready to collapse before the 
first rumble from Vesuvius. 

A prologue set in Northern Britannia 
AD62 introduces a boy called Milo 
(Dylan Schombing), who witnesses 
the murder of his parents at the 
hands of corrupt Roman senator 
Corvus (Kiefer Sutherland) and sadis¬ 
tic henchman Proculus (Sasha Roiz). 

Seventeen years later, Milo (now 
played by Kit Harington) has blos¬ 
somed into a merciless killing 
machine in the gladiatorial arena. 

He catches the eye of slave mas¬ 
ter Graecus (Joe Pingue), who 
seeks a worthy opponent for unde¬ 
feated champion Atticus (Adewale 
Akinnuoye-Agbaje) at the forthcom¬ 
ing games in Pompeii. 

Milo is dragged to the ill-fated city 
where his rock hard abs induce a 
lusty swoon in Cassia (Emily 
Browning), the daughter of wealthy 
merchant Severus (Jared Harris) and 
his wife Aurelia (Carrie-Anne Moss). 

Unfortunately, Corvus has his 
beady eye on Cassia and the 
scheming senator demands her 
hand in marriage in return for 
Pompeii's rejuvenation under 
Emperor Titus. 

As the games begin, Vesuvius 
erupts and Milo and Atticus use 
their physical prowess to escape 
with terrified Cassia in tow. 


Fittingly, Pompeii is built on the 
shaky foundations of a ramshackle 
script that doesn't flesh out any of 
the characters in any sufficient detail 
to make us care about their fates. 

Harington sports a sweat-glistened 
six-pack that will make gym bunnies 
weep with envy but he is unable to 
deliver any of his clunky lines with 
conviction. 

Browning simpers while 
Sutherland merrily chews scenery, 
wolfishly telling Cassia, "Beauty like 
yours has no place in a holiday 
resort like this." 

Action scenes are both thrilling 
and hilariously preposterous and the 
romantic subplot twixt Milo and 
Cassia falls woefully short of the 
sweeping tragedy of Titanic to 
which Anderson evidently aspires.

YA features reporter Liz Wade goes out and about with her boys 

Great Scotney! 


W HILE a cat may be the 
only resident that now 
wanders around Scotney 
Castle, many visitors follow it its 
footsteps to explore the pic¬ 
turesque home which boasts its 
own fairytale ruins. 

The residence has made such an 
impact on visitors over the years 
that many of the last inhabitant's 
guests would produce drawings 
and paintings of their surroundings 
as parting gifts. 

A large number of these can be 
seen on the walls of corridors, 
bedrooms and bathrooms in 
Scotney Castle, which is actually a 
large country home that is known 
as Scotney New Castle. 

The house was built between 
1835 and 1843 by Edward Hussey 
III to replace Scotney Old Castle, 
which was purposely left in ruins to 
give the gardens of the estate a 
romantic scene. 

These ruined sandstone walls, 
covered in Wisteria and old English 
roses in the summer, still stand at 
the bottom of the estate's garden 
offering visitors a picture postcard 
setting to enjoy and explore. 

The main house itself, designed 
by Anthony Salvin in an unusually 
restrained example of Tudor 
Revival architecture, was occupied 


in later years by Christopher 
Hussey and his wife, Betty, whose 
wedding in 1936 included guests 
such as Wallis Simpson. 

When Christopher died in 1970 
the estate were left to the National 
Trust but the house itself remained 
out of bounds to visitors until after 
Betty's death in 2006 at the age of 
99. 

While several apartments in the 
castle and on the estate were let 
out by the Trust, with tenants 
including Prime Minister, Margaret 
Thatcher, who rented the Belfry flat 
during the 1970s and 80s as a 
weekend escape for her from 
Westminster life, it was only last 
year that the castle's remaining 
rooms were opened to the public. 

Now all of the house can be 
explored by visitors, along with its 
77 acre estate. 

The house was built to overlook 
the old castle and estate, and its 
garden was created at the same 
time, ensuring that all three ele¬ 
ments - the house, garden and 
estate - worked as one to create a 
perfect picturesque country home. 



In the main house you can dis¬ 
cover more about Betty and her 
family, glance at their old belong¬ 
ings and books, and marvel at the 
beautiful furniture that was 
designed specifically for the home 
by Salvin. 

Wander down the sloping, wood¬ 
ed garden, bursting with rhodo¬ 
dendrons, azaleas and kalmia, and 
take in the view of the old castle, 


captured in stunning drawings by 
so many of Christopher and 
Betty's guests. 

The castle is actually the ruins of 
a medieval manor house, situated 
on its own island on a small lake, 
on to which visitors are able to 
cross and wander around. Part of 
the building is still intact so you 
can climb up the stairs, wander 
around its rooms and look out at 


the view from its one remaining 
tower. 

Scotney Castle, situated in 
Lamberhurst, Kent, offers views of 
spectacular beauty and is definitely 
a breathtaking place to visit that is 
worth the 45 minute drive from the 
M25.

Q. Is there such a thing as an 
ideal time for a property to be 
viewed - and if so, when is it? 

A. Like most things to do with the property 
market, this all depends on whether you are 
selling or buying. 

As a seller, you naturally want your home to be seen in the best possible light. So, 
generally speaking, you should aim to schedule all viewings for a bright, sunny 
day that offers the maximum amount of natural light inside your property, as well 
as showing off the outside to the best effect - particularly if you have an attractive 
garden. Sunlight, of course, also has the added advantage of putting everyone in 
a good, positive mood. 

As a buyer, on the other hand, you are actually much better off viewing a property 
on a miserable, rainy day! Why? Well firstly, it enables you to see whether the 
gutters leak, the drains are blocked, or the garden has an unpleasantly high water 
table. Secondly, if you like the place under those circumstances, you can be 
pretty sure that you will absolutely love it when the sun finally shines. 

So far, so good - except for the fact that in this country we can’t actually 
guarantee the kind of weather we’re going to get from one moment to the next. 
And while sellers can to a certain extent compensate for a dull, overcast day by 
switching on all the lights, there’s not much a buyer can do to make up for a lack 
of rain. 

However, it’s not just the weather that comes into play here. Much depends on 
the individual circumstances and situation of the property concerned. If you are 
selling a house close to a school, for example, you might want to avoid holding 
viewings at break times, which can be rather noisy, or “going home time,” with its 
logjam of badly-parked 4x4s. Similarly, if your home happens to be on a major 
road, then it might be wise to try and schedule viewings outside rush hour. 
These are not dastardly underhand tricks, incidentally - whatever the consumer 
lobbyists might say. If you are selling, they are just plain common sense. If you 
are buying, they are simply issues you need to be aware of and take into account.

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Golf on tee for a power drive

V OLKSWAGEN is highlight¬ 
ing the potential of its fiery 
Golf R hatchback in the 
shape of a 400 R concept at the 
Beijing motor show. 

If the ‘400’ in the name doesn’t 
give the game away, then the 
body and bumper modifications 
and flared wheelarches offer 
more than a hint. 

Based on the standard Golf R 
hatchback with its turbocharged 
300PS engine and 4MOTION 
four-wheel drive, the show car 
ups the ante considerably with 
400PS and an extra 70Nm of 
pulling power. 

Developed by Volkswagen R 
GmbH, the arm responsible for 
high-power and custom projects, 
the R 400 uses a modified ver¬ 
sion of the 2.0-litre four-cylinder 
engine found in the Golf R. 

And the extra punch helps pro¬ 
pel the six-speed DSG-equipped 
model from 0-62 mph in a fleet¬ 
ing 3.9 seconds, a second faster 
than its 300PS stablemate, while 
top speed is a governed 
174mph. 


The Golf R 400 weighs the 
same as the standard Golf R, but 
its appearance has been sub¬ 
stantially altered, its body 20mm 
wider on each side with flared 
wheelarches reminiscent of those 
on the 1988 Rallye Golf G60. 

These come painted in Silver 
Flake metallic and contrast with 
the gloss black roof and carbon 
door mirror caps, and the 19- 
inch wheels have high-gloss 
back inserts that act as air 
vanes, helping cool the braking 
system. 

At the front, the bumper has 
been redesigned and there’s a 
carbon fibre splitter and aerody¬ 
namic wing element help to push 
air towards the honeycomb mesh 
of the grille - one of many 
aspects influenced by motor- 
sport. 

Inside are shell seats with inte¬ 
grated head restraints and belt 
openings, upholstered in cross- 
quilted panels covered in 
Alcantara, and ‘carbon leather’, 
as are the two individual rear 
seats while stitching throughout 
the interior is in contrasting 
Lemon Yellow.
